Norman Castleman Craig, A.B. °53, Emeritus Robert and Eleanor Biggs Professor of Chemistry 


This year Norman C. Craig °53 will be awarded the Alumni Association’s 
Alumni Medal in recognition of his outstanding, sustained, and unique service 
to Oberlin College. 

Professor Craig’s service to Oberlin is exemplary and wide-ranging. As a 
student he was president of his senior class and chaplain in Tank dining hall. As 
a faculty member he was a leading voice on major committees—including 
Faculty Service, Educational Policy, General Faculty Council, and 
Admissions—and he served as chairman of the Chemistry Department. As a res- 
ident of Oberlin, he was a Democratic precinct committee member who can- 
vassed door-to-door for Donald Pease and he continues to be an active member 
of the First Church. 

Professor Craig joined the Chemistry Department in 1957 and remained 
with the College until his retirement in 2000. He taught some 6500 students 
during his tenure at Oberlin. Throughout his more than four decades of service 
on the Oberlin faculty he earned a reputation as a superlative teacher and men- 
tor — demanding, yet exceptionally gifted in communication and willing to work 
hard alongside students who were his partners in research and publication. His 
excellence in teaching was recognized in 1996 when he was presented the 
American Chemical Association’s Award for Research at an Undergraduate 


Institution. His humanity was enshrined by grateful former students and friends 
who named a lecture hall in his honor at the new science building. His longtime 
and active involvement in the Phi Beta Kappa and Sigma Xi societies reflected 
his strong interest in acknowledging the well-earned academic achievements of 
Oberlin students. 

Professor Craig took science out of the classroom and shared it with the gen- 
eral public. His numerous outreach activities included service as a visiting sci- 
entist for the Ohio Academy of Sciences in which he gave lecture demonstra- 
tions to local high school science classes. In addition, as an alumni volunteer he 
presented educational demonstrations to alumni, prospective students and their 
parents, and high school groups. One especially appropriate presentation was 
demonstrating the Hall process for refining aluminum metal. 

Professor Craig has been an involved teacher, a devoted alum, and a good 
neighbor. His name is synonymous not only with the field of chemistry, but with 
the highest standards of character, dedication, and decency. 

He is a most distinguished member of the Oberlin family who is surround- 
ed by Oberlin family members. His father was an Oberlin graduate as are his 
wife, his sister, his brother-in-law, and two of his three children.

Candidate for the Award for Distinguished Service to the Community 


Charlotte Owens Baker, grassroots hero, model citizen, dedicated volunteer for social justice and a better world 


The candidate will be presented by Gary J. Kornblith, Professor of History 


Mrs. Baker has long been a leader in the struggle for social justice. In the 
1950s, denied the right to bowl at Stoneys in Elyria, she and her sister enlisted 
Oberlin students and other citizens to demand integration of the establishment. 
Stoneys relented and Mrs. Baker soon became the first African American to sit 
on the Elyria Bowling Association Board. 

During the 1960s Mrs. Baker was involved in the local NAACP’s success- 
ful campaigns to end discriminatory hiring practices at Fisher’s grocery store 
and the GTE Telephone Company and was the first African-American office 
worker at Gilford Instruments. She also helped to establish the Host Family 
Program for black students attending Oberlin College, and she was active with 
the YWCA, AFS, and Girls Scouts. 

Mrs. Baker is treasurer of the local chapter of the NAACP and president of 
the local chapter of the National Association of Negro Business and profession- 
al Women’s Clubs, which awarded her its Sojourner Truth Award in 2001. She 
also received the 1998 Community Service Award from the Ohio Chapter of the 
Alpha Theta Sorority. 

Mrs. Baker sits on the boards of the Cable Co-op, Friends of the Oberlin 
Public Library, and Oberlin Community Services. During the recent Community

Services capital campaign former Oberlinians located throughout the country 
responded “with a remarkable outpouring of love as well as money to her per- 
sonal solicitations,” says Kornblith. 

A member of Mt. Zion Baptist Church, Mrs. Baker has been a Sunday 
school teacher, church youth leader, and member of the Board of Christian 
Education. She has been a grandparent reader at Eastwood School, and has vol- 
unteered for many years at Allen Memorial Hospital (now the Allen Medical 
Center). 

The daughter of the late Elmer Owens and Rosanna Reed Owens and a grad- 
uate of Oberlin High School, Mrs. Baker grew up in Oberlin during the Great 
Depression. Though trained for work as a secretary, because of her race she was 
unable to obtain a clerical position and obtained employment as a molder at 
General Industries during World War II. 

She then worked as head cashier at the Co-op Grocery Store, where she rose 
to manager of the Credit Union. She later owned and operated the Quick and 
Delicious Restaurant, and for the past dozen years has worked at the Oberlin 
Subway shop. She has been married to Norman Baker for 55 years. Their daugh- 
ter Joyce Baker Gates, graduated from Oberlin College in 1973.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


DR. JUDAH FOLKMAN 

Dr. Judah Folkman, known as the “Cancer Warrior,” is a medical researcher 
at Harvard Medical School who pioneered the concept of starving cancerous 
tumors of their blood supply. In so doing he developed angiogenesis science, an 
arm of biology that has become a major front in the war on cancer. His long bat- 
tle for scientific acceptance has been chronicled in the book Dr. Folkman’s War 
by science and medical journalist Robert Cooke. 


KENNETH WALTZ 

Kenneth Waltz ’48— a leading scholar of international relations and issues of 
military power and international security for more than 40 years—is the author 
of a substantial and important scholarly oeuvre, including two texts that are the 
referent for all other theoretical work in the field. 

His 1959 Man, the State, and War is the basic text for advanced and intro- 
ductory courses in international relations across the U.S., and his 1979 Theory 
of International Politics is probably the most cited work of international rela- 
tions theory in current scholarly debates. 

Whether they totally agree or not, every scholar writing about international 
politics theory must either incorporate Waltz into new theory, demonstrate 
where new theory is similar to, and where it differs from Waltz, or show how it 
supersedes him without rejecting or accepting his premises wholesale. 

“Waltz refuses to accept conventional wisdom. Almost everything he has 
written challenges the consensus that prevailed at the time,” wrote Robert Jervis 
*62 in the American Political Science Review upon Waltz’ election to the presi- 
dency of the American Political Science Association in 1987. 

Waltz also has taught generations of students who have become outstanding 
scholars and who personify the values of generous teaching, outstanding schol- 
arly accomplishment and professional engagement that he began to experience 
as an undergraduate at Oberlin. 

Ken Waltz was a student of economics at Oberlin, living in the home of 
Professor John Lewis, the government department’s renowned political theorist. 

Two years after graduation he received the M.A. degree from Columbia and 
joined the Oberlin faculty as an instructor (1950). He went on to receive his 


A scientist who is considered deserving to go down in history as one of 
medicine’s most innovative, persistent and brilliant pioneers. Folkman also has 
been the subject of cover stories in Time and Newsweek in addition to numer- 
ous other publications and was profiled as the Cancer Warrior by NOVA. 
Folkman is a native of Columbus, Ohio, and was the first Ohio State University 
graduate to attend Harvard Medical School. 


Ph.D. in political science (1954) from Columbia, and then taught at Columbia, 
Swarthmore, Brandeis, and the University of California, Berkeley. 

Retiring from Berkeley in 1994, he has been a research associate and adjunct 
professor at Columbia University’s Institute of War and Peace Studies since 1997. 

Generations of undergraduate and graduate students he has mentored at 
these colleges and universities have gone on to become outstanding younger 
scholars and practitioners in international affairs. 

Former students who testify to his support and his intellectual leadership 
include Barry Posen and Steve Van Evera, both of MIT’s Department of 
Political Science; Bob Gallucci, formerly undersecretary of state for Political- 
Military Affairs and Ambassador-at-Large and now Dean of the School of 
Foreign Service, Georgetown University; Stephen M. Walt, the Robert and 
Renee Belfer Professor of International Affairs at Harvard University’s 
International Security Program; Robert Jervis (62), Adlai E. Stevenson 
Professor of Political Science at Columbia University; and numerous others. 

Because of his prominence in international relations and political science, 
Waltz was elected Secretary of the American Political Science Association 
(1966-67) and its 83rd President (1987-88). He has served on the board of edi- 
tors of International Studies Quarterly (the journal of the International Studies 
Association), Journal of Politics, World Politics, Journal of Strategic Studies, 
and the Journal of Chinese Political Science. He has been the recipient of fel- 
lowships from the Guggenheim Foundation (1976), the Woodrow Wilson 
Center of the Smithsonian Institution (1979-1980) and is a Fellow of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 


TANIA LEON 

A vital personality on today’s music scene, Tania Leon is highly regarded as 
a composer and conductor and is recognized for her contributions as an educa- 
tor and advisor to arts organizations. 

Professor of Music at Brooklyn College, she has held master-classes at the 
Hamburg Musikschule in Germany, and has been visiting lecturer at Harvard 
University and visiting professor of composition at Yale University. 

Leon was born in Havana and has lived in New York City since 1967. At 
the invitation of Arthur Mitchell, she became a founding member and the first 
musical director of the Dance Theatre of Harlem in 1969, establishing the Dance 
Theatre’s music department, music school, and orchestra. She instituted the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic Community Concert Series in 1978. 

From 1993 to 1997 she was New Music Advisor to Kurt Masur and the New 
York Philharmonic. She served as Latin American Music Advisor to the 
American Composers Orchestra until 2001, during which time she co-founded 
the award-winning Sonidos de las Americas festivals. 

In March 2001, Leon’s opera Scourge of Hyacinths received three perfor- 
mances during the Festival Centro Historico in Mexico City. Staged and 
designed by Robert Wilson, and conducted by the composer, the work is based 
on a radio play by Nobel Prize-winner Wole Soyinka. The opera was commis- 
sioned in 1994 by the Munich Biennale, where it won the BMW Prize as best 
new work of opera theatre in the festival. In 1999, it was given 17 performances 
to great acclaim by the Grand Théatre de Genéve in Switzerland, the Opéra de 
Nancy et de Lorraine in France and the St. Pélten Festspielhaus in Austria. 

The aria “Oh Yemanja” (Mother’s Prayer) from Hyacinths was recorded by 
Dawn Upshaw on her Nonesuch CD The World So Wide. She performed it at the 
Ojai Festival in June 2001, where Ms. Leon was a featured composer. 

Le6n’s Desde . . . was premiered by the American Composers orchestra last 
March in Carnegie Hall. Its composition was supported by a grant from the 


ROBERT CONRAD 

Robert Conrad is co-founder and president of WCLV, Cleveland’s classical 
music station. Established in 1962, the award winning station has gained an 
international reputation as a leading classical music broadcaster and producer 
and distributor of culturally oriented programming. 

The first FM-only station to carry the Metropolitan Opera live from New 
York, in 1970 WCLV became the anchor station for Cleveland’s weekly City 
Club Forum broadcasts, and in 1980 it began national distribution of this sig- 
nificant series. 

Conrad has been host of WCLV’s national broadcasts of The Cleveland 
Orchestra. Begun in 1965, the weekly broadcast is the oldest continuing orches- 
tra series in the nation and Conrad is the orchestra commentator with the longest 
history in American radio in that role. 

The WCLY president also hosts Weekend Radio, a unique and award-win- 
ning conglomeration of comedy and light classical music heard on 125 radio sta- 
tions throughout the country. 

Other programs of note produced by WCLY for local broadcast and nation- 
al distribution include Music From Oberlin, Karl Haas’ Adventures in Good 
Music, the Detroit Symphony, the Royal Amsterdam Concertgebouw Orchestra, 
the Milwaukee Symphony, the Rotterdam Philharmonic, the San Francisco 
Symphony, and the Van Cliburn Internationai Piano Competition. 

WCLV-FM has won the Gabriel Award for “Radio Station of the Year,” 
given by the National Catholic Broadcasters Association, three times. In 1995, 
the International Radio Festival of New York presented WCLV-FM with the 
gold medal for “Best Classical Format, World Wide.” Also in 1995, the National 
Association of Broadcasters awarded WCLV-FM the Marconi Award as

Serge Koussevitzky Music Foundation. 

Horizons for orchestra was written for the NDR Symphony Orchestra in 
Hamburg and was premiered there at the July 1999 Hammoniale Festival, with 
Peter Ruzicka conducting. In August 2000, the work had its United States pre- 
miere at the Tanglewood Contemporary Music Festival, Stefan Asbury con- 
ducting. Le6n herself conducted the work with the Orchestre Symphonique de 
Nancy in March 2001. 

Seven commissioned chamber works by Le6n were premiered in the year 
2000, in venues including the Library of Congress (Fanfarria, celebrating the 
Copland Centennial), the Kennedy Center (At the Fountain of Mpindelela, in the 
festival “Africa! Spirit Ascending”), New York City’s Merkin Concert Hall 
(Canto, for baritone Tom Buckner and Continuum), and Joe’s Pub at the Public 
Theater (/vo, Ivo, for Sequitur). 

A brief discography of Leén’s music includes Indigena, an all-Le6n collec- 
tion of chamber music on CRI; the orchestral works Batd and Carabali on the 
Louisville Orchestra’s First Edition Records; Ritudl, a solo piano work, on 
Albany Records; an arrangement of the Cuban song El Manisero for Chanticleer 
on Teldec; Journey for the Jubal Trio, also on CRI. Her music is also featured on 
Cendim, Newport Classic, Leonarda, Mode Opus One, and Urtext. 

Leon has received awards for her compositions from the American Academy 
of Arts and Letters, the National Endowment for the Arts, Chamber Music 
America, the Lila Wallace/ Reader’s Digest Fund, NYSCA, ASCAP, and Meet 
the Composer, among others. 

In 1998 she held the Fromm Residency at the American Academy in Rome; 
she has also been a resident at Yaddo (supported by a MacArthur Foundation 
Award), and to the Rockefeller Foundation’s Bellagio Center in Italy. Leon was 
the recipient in 2000 of the Tow Award at Brooklyn College. She received an 
Honorary Doctorate degree from Colgate University in 1999. 


“Classical Station of the Year.” 

In July of 2001, WCLV-FM moved from 95.5 to 104.9 as part of the plan to 
preserve classical music on the radio in Cleveland. During the summer of 2001, 
the stockholders of WCLV donated the station to the non-profit WCLV 
Foundation and its eventual profits will benefit major Cleveland arts organiza- 
tions. Today WCLV-AM and -FM remain the only locally owned commercial 
stations licensed to Cleveland. 

Conrad’s career in broadcasting began at the age of 14 in his home town of 
Kankakee, Illinois, when he was chosen to write and announce a weekly high 
school program on WKAN. Eventually, he became a full time announcer and the 
host of a weekly live country and western broadcast called Hayloft Jamboree, 
where he was called Sagebrush Bob. 

He studied speech at Northwestern University while working at WEAW 
AM/FM in Evanston, and WFMT, Chicago. After graduation, he served with the 
14th Radio Broadcasting and Leaflet Battalion in Hawaii, and also graced the 
Hawaiian airwaves from KAIM AM/FM and KULA. 

He returned to WEMT for several years, before moving to Detroit in 1960 
to become the program director of a new station, WDTM and to Cleveland in 
1962 to establish WCLV. 

Currently, Conrad serves as adjunct professor of broadcasting at Case 
Western University and the Cleveland Institute of Music (CIM). In spring 1998, 
he gave the commencement speech at the CIM graduation ceremonies and was 
awarded an Honorary Doctor of Music degree. In 1982, he received an 
Honorary Doctor of Fine Arts degree from Baldwin-Wallace College.

She has been eminently successful in address- 
ing the needs of students with differing acting backgrounds, setting the high 
standards required for those continuing into more advanced classes.

WILLIAM SKINNER retires as Professor of Geology after thirty-six years 
of service to Oberlin College. A seasoned and exceptionally talented teacher, 
Professor Skinner was highly effective in engaging and exciting students, both 
in large-enrollment introductory courses, selected by non-science students to 
fulfill distribution requirements, and in more advanced courses with challenging 
laboratory work. His flair for teaching geology to students with no previous 
background accounts for his averaging a remarkable 89.4 students in Planets, 
Moons, and Meteorites over a period of more than ten years, or, more recently, 
the popularity of his course in the Geology of our National Parks; this success 
was accomplished without diluting the material or inflating the grades. His
